NEW YORK—(NEA) —"I haven't talked to Jim Ryun 


about it, but I can imagine how he feels walking down the 
street now. He must feel like a failure," said Hayes Jones, 
former Olympic hurdler. "He's wondering if people are 
staring at him, wondering if they're thinking that he's the 
guy who let America down. 


"Jim Ryun was supposed to be the glory of them all, the 


man who was going to save America. So he finished second 
in the mile at Mexico City. 
He'll feel it the rest of his 
life. 


"That's the problem with 


the way Americans treat 
athletes. You're a cham- 
pion here only If you're 
number one. S e c o n d or 
third? Pffft. That's sicken- 
ing. A champion athlete is 
one who expends his men- 
tal and physical energies to 
the m a x I m u m, and if he 
doesn't win it's b e c a u s e 
someone else was better, 
that day or a l w a y s . So 
what, the thing is compet- 
ing. 
And Jim Ryun is a 


great champion. Look at 
the record. B e s i d e s , any 
athlete who puts his body 
on the turf at the Olympics 
is a champion." 


Hayes Jones knows all 


about the a 11 i t u d e of the 
American p u b l i c toward 
athletes. He won a bronze 
medal in the 1960 Olympics in the 110-meter high hurdles 
and was a gold medal winner in 1964. But the years be- 
tween medals were hell. Immediately after breaking the 
tape in Tokyo, Jones retired. 


"I haven't touched a hurdle since," he said "I have no 


heart for it anymore." 


Jones, now 30, was recently named New York City's first 


commissioner of recreation. When burdens of the office 
begin to sag his shoulders, he takes off for a park and jogs. 
But hurdling is out, even for escapist pleasure. The 
memory of public pressure still rankles. 


In 1960, Jones, in a national poll of sportswriters, was 


voted America's top gold medal contender. But in Rome 
he finished third, behind Americans Lee Calhoun and Willie 
May. 


"I came back from Rome feeling great since I was one 


of the three best hurdlers in the world," said Jones. "So 
what happens? People here wanted to know why I goofeJ 
off in Rome. They made me feel that because I didn't win 
I had committed a crime. 


"This really got to me. I was going to quit track, then 


decided 'Hell, I'll show them. I'm going to win in Tokyo.' 


"I'd been competing for six years by 1960. It was six 


years ot fun Hard work, but fun. The next four years were 
agony. In '63 I was worn out and ready to give up. But my 
wife. Odeene, said she didn't want to live with a man who 
quit. So back to work I went, three hours a day. seven days 
a week She had a lot to do with my victory." 


Jones recalled standing on the top step of the award plat- 


form in Tokyo, the gold medal draped around his neck and 
"Tbe Star-Spangled Banner" playing in his honor. "The job 
was over," said Jones. "I proved I was number one. In 
Rome, I stood on the third step of the platform aiid fel-: 
chills and goose bumps. But in '64 I felt nothing, except 
relief. 


"In other countries Olympic athletes return home and 


are honored, win or Jose. Not here. And not in Russia 
These two powers have to be superior in everything. They 
have to prove a point. And the athlete suffers because he's 
nothing but an instrument. It's a damn shame "

A— Heartburn is a burning 


feeling caused by the regur-* 
gitation of acid stomach con> 
tents into the esophagus. It 
is not characteristic of any 
particular disease and may 
occur in normal healthy per- 
sons at times. Persons who 
swallow air build tip an ex- 
cessive amount of gas in the 
stomach. When they belch, 
some of the stomach con- 
tents may be forced up into 
the esophagus. 


Heartburn often occurs in 


an aggravated form in per- 
sons with peptic ulcer, hia- 
tus hernia, gallstones, gas- 
tritis or as a result of exces- 
sive smoking. It is interest- 
ing to note that, although 
your stomach and gall blad- 
der X rays were negative, 
you had some spasms in 
your colon. This, too, is often 
associated with persistent 
heartburn. 


Q— Are a n t a c i d tablets 


harmful if taken frequently 
for heartburn? They do help 
me. 


A — Such tablets are rela- 


tively harmless but their 
prolonged use i n t e r f e r e s 
with the absorption of phos- 
phorus and leads to a syn- 
d r o m e characterized by 
weakness, loss of appetite 
and vague pains in the 
bones. This can be prevented 
by eating eggs and other 
foods that contain phospho- 
rus. Antacids do nothing to 
relieve the underlying cause 
of your trouble. This should 
be determined so that your 
need to rely on antacids can 
be eliminated.

sider the pros and cons before 
making a decision "for the 
public good." Its decision is 
final. 


Under 
the proposed regu- 


lations, a second hearing would 


: be required when the depart- 


ment has almost completed its 
plans for a project, Goodman 
said. 


"The second hearing is fine," 


Goodman said, "but it's what 
happens then that cause the 
problem. 


"We make a decision that 


doesn't suit one or two people 
and they can appeal to the 
federal highway administrator. 
You 
can 
have thousands of 


those appeals. If they don't 
like his decision, they can ap- 
peal directly to the federal 
courts." 


Goodman 
said the depart- 


ment opposed the proposed reg- 
ulation giving the federal high- 
way director final approval of 
any plan because it believes 
state law requires the Arkan-

Highway Commission to 


make the decision. 


The purpose behind the new 


regulations, according to the 
Department of Transportation, 
is to Insure "to the maximum 
extent practical that highway 
locations and designs

fare directors to report to him

Arkansas is one of but 5 out 


of America's 50 states that have 
full-crew laws. The others are:

Each is made by combining 


ordinary household materials 
— plus a small bottle of gold 
paint — in new ways. To make 
them, you need thrrs empty 
boxes, a squarish shape about 
<>"x7", 
another 
taller 
one, 


10"x4" and a round cereal box. 
In addition, you will need an 
empty frozen juice can, colored 
construction paper, gold, red 
and green Christmas tape, "Q- 
Tips" cotton swabs, white and 
red plastic tape, black ink, 
shirt cardboard and some glue. 


King Balthazar, shown left, 


requires the squared bo\. Blue 
and purple construction paper 
are glued on the box to make 
his royal robes. White plastic 
tape rims the box cover to 
make his collar. The head is 
constructed with a piece of 
shirt cardboard folded into an 
open square. The "ermine" is 
made by removing the. tips 
from cotton swabs and dotting 
them with black ink. When 
dry, paste in place. 


Although each king is unique, 


the technique for constructing 
the crown and face of each is 
the same. An easy way to do 
faces, the design studio tells us, 
is to use a cotton swab as a tiny 
paint brush. Just dip it in black 
ink and begin. Crowns are two 
inches high. Cut a length of 
gold tape long enough to circle 
the top of each head, attach 
the gummed side to a piece of 


construction pttper for fit'ni- 
ness, then glue crown in place. 
To decorate drowns, dip cotton 
swabs in gold paint, allow to 
dry, then glue in place. "Jew- 
els" are bits of gummed ved 
and green Christmas tape. 


The Wise Man shown center, 


King Gaspev, is mnde on n 
round cereal bos base. After 
wrapping'the box in colorful 
construction 
paper 
"robes," 


cover smaller frozen juice can 
with lighter toned paper and 
glue to cereal box to form head. 
The "ermine" collar is made by 
cutting a 
L"-shape piece, of 


white construction paper about 
an inch and a quarter wide and 
12 inches long. Drape it around 
the box and pinch a crease at 
the neckline. "Ermine" tails 
are the tips of cotton swabs 
glued in place. 


Melchior, the King shown at 


right, is made by wrapping a 
tall box in gold and red paper. 
iiis eyebrows, moustache and 
beard are made by snipping 
cotton swabs in half and gluing 
in place.

"War toys provide the child 


with few, if any, opportunities 
for the constructive develop- 
ment of a mature self," says a 
graduate psychology student 
who prepared a study on this 
subject. "It's disturbing that 
we are the only nation that 
manufactures them on a large 
scale for its children." 


For most other toy catagor- 


ies, though, there is little but 
glowing words for the mer- 
chandise that will have to make 
the grade with the public in 
nine 
months. For instance, 


manufacturers of model rail- 
roading equipment are hoping 
to regain some of the glory 
lost to model road racing in 
recent years through the fur- 
ther development of N-seale 
miniature-size trains. 


The model train industry ex- 


pects to benefit from buyers' 
interest in, according to an in* 
dustry spokesman, a new mini- 
train. "Not since the ancestors 
of today's model trams first 
rolled out of a German plant in 
the 1890's has a new electric 
train generated so much trade 
and consumer attention."
